CAN BREAKUP CRIME 


One Out of Five Police- 


men Said to Have Been 


Paid By Racketeers ; 


CHICAGO. June 20.—(/P)—John H. 


Alcock, the "iron man" who has been 
made acting commissioner of police 
Thursday swunk a two edged sword 
that aimed at gangsters without the 
law and dishonest officers within. 
.The new commissioned had this in- 
junction from Mayor Thompson: 


"Your first job is to capture every^ 


gangster in Chicago. Your second is 
to get the evidence that Will send 
every one of them either to the peni- 
tentiary'or to the electric chair. Youj'j 
have a free hand: You will not be 
interfered with." 


Alcock himself announced his in- 


tention of purging the police depart- 
ment of crooked officers. The Herald 
and Examiner Thursday quoted him 
as saying to certain friends that one 
out of every five men in the police 
department is or has been on the pay- 
roll of racketeers. The ratio, he was 
quoted as saying, prevailed in every 
rank, from patrolman to captain.

"It is very simple—enforce the law. 
Murder by hired gunrhcn can be stop- 
ped. Just as soon as you start to 
electrocute them, they'll stop. There's 
not one but who will squeal like a rat 
when you gel the goods on him."

YOSEMITE, Cal., June 20.-(UP>- 


After all, the life of the much ro- 
manticized cowboy might have, been 
worse, according to a party of rang- 
ers here. The rangers came to that 
conclusion after rounding up a herd 
of 50 deer for re-stocking the Hetch- 
Hetchy district of this park. 


The rangers, generally conceded to 


be somewhat more hardy than the 
average citizen, admitted individually 
and collectively that rounding up the 
deer had been one of the toughest as- 
signments ever given them. 


Deer in the Hetch-Hetchy district 


were nearly exterminated when they 


. were slaughtered during the foot-and- 


mouth epidemic in California in 1926. 
More than 450 deer still remain in 
Yosemite valley, after the shipment 
to the other section of the park. They 
graze in herds of 20 to 30 over the 
valley meadows.

Last month a de- 
composed .body Was. found floating in 
the river. An inquest was held and a 
coroner's'-jury decided the body was 
that of Pomln'ic Tarro after friends 
and relatives identified it as such. The 
relatives say he;was kidnaped by ene- 
mies and thrown into the river alive. 


The government's refusal to accept
